MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

1971 

To  the  Chasnnan  and  Councillors 

In  the  preface  of  this  report  the  main  points  of  Interest 
in  the  year  are  drawn  to  your  attention. 

The  Re-Organization  of  Services 

Two  new  Acts  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1971,  neces¬ 
sitating  the  transfer  of  staff  to  other  departments  and  producing 
fundamental  Divisional  changes. 

Firstly,  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970  ; 
under  the  powers  of  this  Act,  the  junior  wing  of  Training  Centres 
passed  to  the  Education  Department.  In  this  administrative 
structure  no  child  within  the  statutory  age  limit  is  now  outside 
the  scope  of  education  services 

Secondly,  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act  of  1970 
came  into  force  and  under  the  powers  of  this  Act  the  Social 
Services  Department  took  over  certain  functions  of  the  Health 
Department  and  this  included  the  Mental  Health  Service,  Home 
Helps,  Day  Care,  the  care  of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child, 
and  provision  of  Convalescent  Home  treatment. 

The  Nursing  Services 

Following  rapidly  on  these  changes  the  main  part  of  the 
Mayston  Report  on  Local  Authority  Nursing  Structure  was  imple¬ 
mented  by  the  County  Council  and  Senior  Nursing  Officers  foi 
health  visiting,  home  nursing,  and  midwifery,  were  appointed. 
These  Nursing  Officers  have  been  able  to  devote  time  to  the 
problems  of  field  staff,  giving  assistance  to  the  understanding 
of  new  procedures  and  health  education  activities,  and  also  to 
the  orientation  of  new  staff  to  their  districts.  All  in  all  they 
have  contributed  to  consolidating  and  improving  the  standards 
of  the  nursing  services. 

The  Mfdwifery  Service 

This  service  had  been  under  pressure  for  some  time  and 
presented  administrative  difficulties  which  were  related  to  the 
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varying  work -loads  in  the  different  districts  in  the  Division.  The 
Divisional  birth  rate,  while  higher  than  the  national  average  of 
16,  has  fallen  from  18.3  in  1970  to  17.4  in  the  current  year  and 
a  difference  between  the  five  District  Councils  persists,  varying 
from  20.8  in  Garforth  to  14.8  in  Rothwell.  Additionally  in  the 
Garforth  district  33.5%  of  confinements  were  at  home,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  8.9%  in  the  Wetherby  district,  contributing  to  the 
problems  of  staff  deployment. 

In  October,  1971  the  midwives  in  the  Garforth  area  were 
supplied  with  radio-telephones  controlled  by  the  Castleford 
Ambulance  Station  ;  this  project  being  a  pilot  scheme  for  the 
County.  With  improved  communication  it  has  been  possible  to 
relieve  stress  on  staff,  improve  staff  deployment  and  raise  the 
standard  of  service  to  the  public.  A  full  establishment  of  mid¬ 
wives  is  nov/  employed. 

Family  Planning 

In  1970  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  was  opened  at  Swillington 
as  a  direct  service  by  the  County  Council.  During  1971  the 
ser\ice  was  extended  and  clinics  were  opened  at  Rothwell,  Out- 
wood  and  Tadcaster.  In  January,  1972  the  Family  Planning 
Association  opened  a  clinic  at  Wetherby,  thus  completing  the 
plans  for  a  balanced  family  planning  service  throughout  the 
Division. 


Health  Education 

During  1971  health  education  was  undertaken  in  an  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  senior  schools  in  the  Division  and  this  activity 
was  also  extended  into  some  junior  schools.  Our  aim  is  to  give 
factual  health  information  in  a  way  that  is  acceptable,  both  to 
parents  and  the  child,  that  will  help  to  give  young  people  a  well 
balanced  outlook  and  attitude  to  life,  with  its  many  problems. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  thanks 
to  all  Divisional  Staff  and  to  the  District  Councils  and  their  staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

From  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been  a 
slight  fall  in  the  Divisional  Live  Birth  Rate,  there  being  2,440 
Live  Birth  in  1971  compared  with  2,498  in  the  previous  year.  The 
Death  Rate  has  risen  slightly,  heart  and  circulatory  disease 
taking  the  major  toll.

Table  3  shows  the  Causes  of  Death.  The  predominant 
causes  of  death  being  heart  and  circulatory  disease  and  malig¬ 
nant  disease.  Coronary  artery  disease  alone  accounted  for  414 
deaths  ;  deaths  from  lung  cancer  and  cancer  of  the  breast  in¬ 
creased  in  1971,  indicating  a  need  to  increase  our  efforts  with 
health  education,  pointing  out  the  dangers  of  smoking  to  health 
and  suggesting  a  need  for  pre-symptomatic  screening.  Total 
deaths  from  accidents  increased  from  43  in  1970  tO:  62  in  1971.

Table  4  shows  the  causes  of  death  in  children  who  died  in 
the  first  year  of  life,  congenital  abnormalities  and  respiratory 
infection  being  the  most  common  causes  of  infant  deaths.  The 
mortality  rate  of  14.3  compares  favourably  with  17.5  nationally 
for  1971  and  17.6  divisionally  for  1970.

Table  5.  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  In  the 
last  decade  the  pattern  of  infectious  disease  has  changed  in 
both  incidence  and  virulence  and  with  sound  immunisation  poli¬ 
cies  and  enlightened  treatment  the  importance  of  certain  dis¬ 
eases  has  fallen. 

Infective  Hepatitis  has  been  notifiable  for  3  years.  Our  know¬ 
ledge  of  this  disease  is  incomplete  and  research  continues. 

Malaria.  Two  cases  of  malignant  tertain  malaria,  one  of 
them  fatal  were  notified  during  1971  ;  both  imported  from  Africa. 
Many  parts  of  the  tropics  have  now  become  accessible  to  visitors 
travelling  for  business  or  pleasure,  who  may  be  unaware  that 
they  are  passing  through  endemic  areas  of  malaria  and  who  may 
not  have  been  forewarned  that  simple  precautions  may  be  fully 
adequate  to  prevent  infection,  while  ignoring  them  may  have 
serious  consequences. 
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Table  6.  11  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  noti¬ 
fied,  remaining  the  same  as  in  1970.  The  number  of  non-pul- 
monary  cases  notified  shows  a  decline  from  7  to  1  in  the  current 
year.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  shows  an  overall  decline  in 
recent  years,  but  continued  vigilance  is  necessary.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

During  recent  years  the  smallpox  eradication  programme  of 
the  World  Health  Organization  has  made  good  progress  and  the 
areas  of  the  world  in  which  smallpox  is  still  occurring  are  greatly 
reduced.  Consequently  the  likelihood  of  its  introduction  into 
this  country  is  considerably  diminished.  In  November,  1971  the 
policy  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  in  infancy  was  discon¬ 
tinued. 
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The  Child  Health  Service 

Many  conditions  affecting  the  child’s  educational  progress 
may  be  present  at  birth  or  evident  soon  after  birth,  and  as 
this  is  now  well  recognised  there  has  been  a  re-orientation  of 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  staff  in  the  Child  Health  Service 
resulting  in  periodic  developmental  assessments  during  the  pre¬ 
school  period.  Should  a  condition  be  discovered  producing  a  need 
for  special  educational  treatment,  the  necessary  arrangements 
are  made  to  secure  a  suitable  placement  at  school.  At  the  age 
of  years  the  child  has  a  routine  medical  examination,  usually 
at  the  clinic,  and  this  includes  a  complete  physical  examination. 
After  school  entry  further  programmed  health  screening  is  con¬ 
tinued. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  schools  in  the  Division  as 
at  30th  September,  1971  was  23,461,  and  of  this  number  3,245 
received  a  full  medical  examination  after  school  entry.  The 
physical  condition  of  1  pupil  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  by  the  school  doctor.  School  nurses  undertook  49,557 
cleanliness  inspections  and  found  537  pupils  to  be  infested.  4,062 
6/7  year  olds  were  routinely  tested  for  hearing  and  151  were 
referred  for  investigation.  41  children  were  known  to  be  in 
school  with  hearing  aids  and  this  number  includes  30  pupils  at 
Bridge  House  School.  1,304  children  were  treated  for  errors  of 
refraction  and  317  children  had  glasses  prescribed.  77  children 
who  had  learning  difficulties  were  assessed  by  the  Medical  staff 
and  92  children  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  held 
at  Rothwell  and  Tadcaster.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Stanley  Urban  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  21st  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  carried 
out  by  your  Public  Health  Department. 

As  in  past  years  many  of  the  reports  of  inspections  and 
much  of  the  statistical  data  are  to  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Medical  officer  of  Health. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  continue  to  increase 
and  owners  of  properties  are  more  willing  to  fully  modernise  their 
properties  rather  than  simply  instal  a  bathroom,  thus  giving 
terrace  houses  and  cottage -type  properties  a  more  attractive  ex¬ 
ternal  apearance;  this  must  ultimately  be  beneficial  to  the 
general  environment. 

Repair  and  maintenance  of  Council  houses  has  continued 
to  a  generally  satisfactory  standard  requiring  less  help  from  out¬ 
side  tradesmen. 

Under  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  11  houses  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  Again,  in  the  majority  of  cases  agreement 
was  reached  with  the  property  owners  thus  alleviating  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  statutory  action. 

Erection  of  new  houses  continued  during  the  year,  37 
Council  houses  and  158  Private  houses  were  completed  during  the 
period. 

Details  of  No.  5  Smoke  Control  Area  were  submitted  for 
consideration  by  the  Minister  during  this  year  involving  a  further 
572  properties. 

Meat  inspection  at  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  has  been  maintained  at  one  hundred  per  cent  and  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  continues  to  increase  due  to  the 
expansion  of  Associated  Dairies  retail  outlets. 
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I  should  once  more  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  encouragement 
and  consideration  they  have  given  the  Department  and  myself 
during  the  past  twelve  months. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 

Meat  and  food  inspections  were  again  carried  out  at  the 
three  licensed  slaughterhouses  during  the  year  and  49,142  car¬ 
cases  were  dealt  with  as  compared  with  45,249  last  year.  To  cope 
with  this  increased  work  the  Council  appointed  a  full  time 
Inspector  as  from  November,  1970. 

Meat  marking  charges  remained  unchanged  during  the 
year  and  over  the  twelve  months’  period  £312  was  received  from 
private  slaughterhouses  and  £1,817  from  Farm  Stores. 

3  Slaughterhouse  licenses  were  again  renewed  for  a  period 
of  12  months'  followed  by  the  usual  inspection  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Inspector  who  found  little  to 
complain  of. 

Negotiations  have  been  continued  to  acquire  part  of  the 
slaughterhouse  premises  of  Mr.  E.  Chapman,  Bolus  Lane,  to  ex¬ 
clude  the  shop  premises  fronting  onto  the  street.  Should  this 
be  successful,  development  of  the  land  to  the  rear  could  be  in¬ 
corporated  in  the  existing  proposals. 

The  new  bakehouse  of  Associated  Dairies  at  Farm  Stores 
Ltd.,  which  became  fully  operational  during  last  year  has  prod¬ 
uced  several  minor  “teething  troubles.”  These  have  been 
successfully  dealt  with  following  the  fullest  co-operation  by  the 
Management. 

A  small  amount  of  week-end  meat  inspection  has  been 
necessary  and,  as  in  past  years,  this  was  carried  out  without 
hardship  and  in  full  co-operation  with  the  butchers  involved. 

There  was,  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  number  of  animals 
totally  condemned  indicating  better  methods  of  rearing  by  the 
producers,  the  majority  of  condemnations  being  casualty  cases. 

71  visits  were  made  to  premises  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  and  the  associated  hygiene  regulations  and  only  in  isolated 
cases  was  it  necessary  to  take  action  and  the  defects  were 
remedied  without  re-course  to  statutory  action. 
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During  the  year  6  cases  were  reported  of  unsound  items  of 
food  being  sold  to  the  public  but  in  each  case  Council  and  the 
person  involved  did  not  consider  the  offence  sufficient  to  prose¬ 
cute  and  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  firms  involved 
resulted  in  attention  being  given  by  them  to  try  and  avoid 
repetition. 

The  Poultry  Farm  within  the  district  continues  to  slaughter 
during  the  whole  of  the  year  maintaining  an  annual  kill  of 
approximately  30,000  with  increased  killings  around  the  Christ¬ 
mas  period.  Improvements  to  these  premises  which  have  been 
requested,  have  been  carried  out. 

10  visits  were  made  during  the  year  but  in  view  of  noti¬ 
fication  of  slaughtering  times  not  being  obligatory,  it  is  not 
possible  to  carry  out  inspections  of  all  birds  killed.  From 
observations  made  at  time  of  these  visits  the  standard  of  hygiene 
and  slaughtering  practices  are  satisfactory. 


MILK  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

16  official  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  from  retailers  in 
the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  All  were  re¬ 
ported  upon  as  being  genuine  milk. 

Almost  all  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  processed  and 
bottled  by  two  or  three  large  dairies  where  they  themselves  keep 
a  close  check  on  quality  and  cleanliness.  Only  two  dealers  deliver 
untreated  milk  in  the  area. 

67  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  various 
food  shops  and  food  preparation  premises  in  the  district  and 
conditions  in  them  are  being  constantly  improved.  The  use  of 
the  self  service  shop  has  now  reached  the  district  and  will 
probably  expand  in  future  years.

BAKEHOUSES 

29  Inspections  were  made  of  the  bakehouses  in  the  district 
and  only  minor  defects  were  noted  at  the  time  of  the  visits 
and  no  formal  action  was  necessary  to  have  them  rectified.  There 
are  only  three  bakehouses  in  the  area  and  two  of  them  are  small, 
with  the  third  much  larger  concern  at  the  Farm  Stores  and  of 
comparative  new  construction.  This  bakehouse  has  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  with  only  minor  items  needing 
attention. 

ICE  CREAM 

12  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  reported  upon  as  Grade  1.  There  are 
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no  Ice  Cream  manufacturers  in  this  area  and  all  ice  cream  sold 
in  the  shops  registered  for  this  purpose  is  pre-packed.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  52  premises  registered  with  Authority 
for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

All  the  vehicles  known  to  be  visiting  the  area  are  of  modern 
type  with  requisite  facilities  for  the  drivers  to  conform  with 
hygiene  regulations. 

FOOD  HAWKERS 

19  hawkers  are  registered  under  the  West  Riding  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1951,  Section  76  and  8  premises  are  registered  for 
storage  of  food  for  hawking.  With  the  increase  in  number  of 
supermarkets  within  the  vicinity,  mobile  shops  are  now  being 
better  equipped  in  order  to  compete  with  the  better  conditions 
of  the  foodmarkets,  etc. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS 

11  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  are  registered  in  accordance  with 
the  Scrap  Metal  Dealers’  Act,  1964.  Whilst  these  premises  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  strictly  controlled  by  the  planning  acts  and  these 
registration  requirements,  they  do  in  some  instances  cause 
nuisance  when  the  business  incorporates  the  collection  and  dis¬ 
posal  of  worn  out  cars,  particularly  when  burning  is  resorted  to 
as  one  of  the  methods  of  disposing  of  unwanted  materials. 

Whilst  not  completely  eliminated,  this  practice  has  been 
severely  curtailed  by  warnings'  given  to  offenders  under  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1968,  and  these  burnings  are  now  only  isolated  cases. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  only  offensive  trade  which  is  operated  in  the  district 
other  than  fish  frying  and  a  limited  amount  of  fat  melting  by 
butchers,  etc.,  ancilliary  to  their  main  business,  is  one  of  fat 
melting  at  Lindale  Lane.  Very  little  nuisance  arises  from  these 
premises,  which,  whilst  very  old,  are  kept  in  good  condition  and 
are  a  considerable  distance  from  any  houses. 

One  Knacker’s  Yard  has  been  re-registered  but  is  ideally 
situated  away  from  any  residential  developments. 

FISH  AND  CHIP  SHOPS 

There  are  18  such  shops  registered  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  During  the  year  12  visits  were  made  to  these  premises 
and,  as  in  past  years,  improvements  are  continually  taking  place, 
particularly  when  change  of  ownership  takes  place.  The  change

over  from  coal  to  gas-fired  pans  continues,  particularly  in  areas 
where  Clean  Air  Zones  are  brought  into  operation. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

8  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district. 
The  number  of  premises  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  29  with  and  12  without  mechanical  power. 

1  complaint  was  received  from  the  Factory  Inspectorate 
during  the  year  and  this  was  rectified  without  resort  to  statutory 
notice. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  44  premises  employing 
490  persons  registered  with  the  Council  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

During  the  year  35  inspections  were  made  to  various  of  these 
premises  as  re-visits  to  the  initial  inspections  made  on  registra¬ 
tion.  1  new  premises  was  registered  during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  the  registered  premises  are  only  very  small 
and  have  a  small  number  of  employees  with  the  result  that  there 
has  been  little  difficulty  in  bringing  them  to  the  required  stand¬ 
ard.  Many  other  such  premises  within  the  district  employ  only 
members  of  the  owner’s  family  and  as  such  are  not  registered. 

During  the  period  1  accident  was  reported  under  the  Act. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963 

3  Kennels  were  registered  under  the  Act.  All  three  operate 
satisfactorily,  although  in  one  case  there  has  been  complaints 
of  barking  by  dogs  but  no  general  complaint  has  been  made  con¬ 
cerning  these  premises. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Two  colliery  chimneys  and  two  small  factory  chimneys  still 
form  the  main  sources  of  industrial  smoke  in  the  district.  There 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  from  these  chimneys  during  this 
period. 

During  the  year.  No.  3  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative 
after  being  postponed  and  a  further  Area  No.  5  was  made  by 
the  Council  on  18th  October,  1971,  and  covers  572  dwellings.  The 
proposed  date  of  operation  is  July,  1973  and  will  include  a  large 
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proportion  of  houses  built  after  1964  which  will  not  attract 
conversion  grants. 

Grit  from  the  Lofthouse  Colliery  yard  where  small  coal  is 
stacked  and  blended  still  causes  complaints  from  nearby  resi¬ 
dents,  but  whatever  precautions  are  taken  it  is  inevitable  that 
there  must  be  some  nuisance  from  grit  and  dust  from  premises 
of  this  kind. 

As  during  the  previous  year,  the  Council’s  policy  has  been 
to  provide  gas  central  heating  and  independent  cooking  facilities 
to  all  new  Council  houses  built  during  the  year. 


COLLIERY  TIPS 

Again  no  nuisance  from  Colliery  tip  fires  and  the  new  policy 
of  controlling  the  method  of  tipping  this  waste  is  showing  results. 

Red  shale  is  still  being  removed  from  the  colliery  stack  in 
Lingwell  Nook  Lane  and'  the  old  stack  prepared  for  planting  with 
trees  and  shrubs. 


HOUSING 

Housing  complaints  again  continued  to  decrease  due  to  more 
houses  becoming  owner  occupied  and  the  continuation  of  the 
Council’s  Slum  Clearance  work. 

The  effects  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  have  been  felt  during 
the  year  with  many  more  property  owners  taking  advantage  of 
the  increased  grants  and  Qualification  Certificates  which  enable 
them  to  increase  the  rents  in  properties  which  are  of  the  re¬ 
quired  standard.  It  would  appear  that  many  more  applications 
will  be  forthcoming  as  more  and  more  Landlords  improve  their 
properties. 

The  Council  now  control  2,150  houses  and  once  again  these 
have  been  kept  in  good  condition  by  the  use  of  direct  labour 
and  outside  contractors.  Once  again  electrical  re-wiring  and 
repointing  of  external  walls  to  pre-war  houses  has  continued 
and  repointing  work  has  been  extended  to  cover  the  early  post 
war  houses. 

Repainting  of  Council  houses  has  continued  on  the  bonus 
system  and  during  the  summer  portion  of  the  year  it  was  possible 
to  obtain  the  services  of  a  further  painter  and  during  the  year 
359  houses  were  repainted,  this  being  the  figure  aimed  at  to 
keep  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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No  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair.  11  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  Slum  Clear¬ 
ance  programme  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  36  tenants  in 
condemned  properties  still  awaited  housing. 

37  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  made  up  as

The  Wardens’  Scheme  for  the  care  of  the  elderly  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  with  eight  centres  open  for  the  elderly 
and  a  further  centre  under  construction  in  King  George  Street. 
Thirty-four  visiting  Wardens  continue  to  cover  the  area  for  both 
private  and  Local  Authority  Housing. 
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OVERCROWDING 


There  have  been  no  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act,  but  as  all  rooms  are  taken  account  of 
for  purposes  of  establishing  a  permitted  number,  moral  over¬ 
crowding  occurs  where  bedroom  facilities  are  insufficient. 

CESSPOOLS  AND  GULLIES 

Road  Gullies  and  cesspools  (15)  in  the  district  are  regularly 
cleansed  by  the  Council’s  own  mechanical  gully /cesspool  emptier. 
This  machine  is  loaned  regularly  to  Ossett  Horbury  U.D.C., 

and  Royston  U.D.C.,  which  allows  the  machine  to  be  fully  used. 

TENTS  AND  CARAVANS 

No  caravans  are  used  as  permanent  dwellings  and  again 
there  has  been  no  use  of  the  temporary  sites,  which  have  in 
the  past  given  us  much  trouble. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

The  houses  of  persons  allocated  Council  house  tenancies  are 
inspected  prior  to  removal  and  are  sprayed  where  necessary  with 
insecticide.  This  is  found  to  be  required  only  on  very  rare 
occasions  and  in  fact  was  only  necessary  on  one  occasion  during 
the  year. 

260  properties  were  treated  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and 
mice,  the  only  major  infestations  being  on  the  refuse  tip,  sewage 
works  and  large  grain  store  in  Ferry  Lane,  these  latter  premises 
being  dealt  with  by  an  outside  contracting  firm. 

All  complaints  respecting  rats  are  attended  to  as  soon  as 
practicable  and  we  have  no  known  reservoirs  of  infestation. 

Treatment  of  sewers  has  not  been  possible  due  to  baiting 
difficulties  at  times  when  the  sewers  are  running  almost  full 
and  labour  problems.  As  in  past  years  where  there  is  a  surface 
infestation  of  large  proportions,  the  drainage  system  to  the 
properties  involved  are  inspected  and  treated  if  necessary. 

URINALS  AND  TOILETS 

Considerable  damage  continues  to  be  done  to  the  three  new 
public  toilets  erected  in  the  district  and  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  keep  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition  even  by  part-time 
cleaners.  In  spite  of  the  misuse  of  these  premises,  the  Council 
have  not  considered  it  sufficiently  severe  to  close  them. 
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The  old  one  at  Stanley  Lane  Ends,  whilst  far  from  being 
perfect,  is  kept  as  clean  as  possible  in  view  of  the  service  it 
gives.

NIL 

CLEANSING 

The  cleansing  of  the  district  has  been  continued  by  the 
Council’s  direct  labour  force  using  the  bonus  scheme  which  was 
adopted  some  seven  years  ago.  A  works  study  team  have  been 
commissioned  by  the  Council  with  a  view  to  revising  the  bonus 
scheme  and  improving  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  The  volume 
of  waste  continues  to  increase  due  to  the  introduction  of  further 
Smoke  Control  Areas  and  additional  development  within  the 
district.  The  vehicles  used  on  the  cleansing  service  are  two 
50  cubic  yard  compression  type  rear  loading  machines,  these  being 
a  great  improvement  on  the  older  type  fore  and  aft  tippers  which 
were  dusty  in  operation. 

The  tipping  area  in  Ferry  Lane,  Stanley  is  still  difficult  to 
maintain  in  good  condition  due  to  the  light  nature  of  the  refuse; 
trespassers  and  vandals  are  continuously  firing  the  tip  which  is 
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difficult  and  costly  to  bring  under  control.  The  Council  are 
making  endeavours  to  provide  a  refuse  disposal  plant  for  the 
area. 

PETROLEUM  SPIRIT  STORE 

17  Licences  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  are  in  force  in 
the  district  ranging  from  40  gallons  to  12,000  gallons.  Regular 
visits  are  made  to  these  premises  to  ensure  that  the  regulations 
and  safety  precautions  are  being  complied  with.  There  is  con¬ 
stant  modernisation  of  the  premises  to  move  with  legislation  and 
trade  requirements. 

HAIRDRESSERS 

There  are  12  hairdressers  registered  under  the  West  Riding 
(General  Powers)  Act  1951,  Section  120.  We  have  no  bye-laws 
in  force  in  the  area.  The  premises  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.
